Dayan calls for U.S. stand-by 
to guard interests in Mideast

RAMAT GAN. — Former Minister 
of Defence Moshe Dayan said last 
night that the U.S. must be ready 
to intervene militarily on Israel's 
side when it becomes necessary for 

America’s own security. 

Mr. Dayan’s words came in a 
lecture he delivered privately to the 
faculty of Bar-an University in 
the rector’s study. His planned 
public lecture was cancelled when 
@ group of bereaved parents broke 
into the auditorium, shouting that 
he should be put on trial and that 
they would not let him enter the 
hall. 
The families of the war dead be- 
gan gathering outside the hall long 
before the lecture, the second in a 
series on the Arab-Israel conflict, 
was scheduled to begin, and finally 
broke through into the hall. One 
protester climbed onto the stage 
and shouted out, “We want Moshe 
Dayan to stop speaking about the 
Arab-Israel conflict, stop talking 
about sacrifices and wars, and shut 
up for a few years." 

When the lecture was cancelled, 
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the demonstrators moved to the 
Administration Building and finally 
were persuaded to leave. 

Mr. Dayan then delivered his lec- 
ture, on “The Involvement of the 
Major Powers in Israel-Arab Rela- 
tions,” to the faculty members. It 
was the second in a series of 10 
lectures he is scheduled to give at 
Bar-Qan. The first was uninterrup- 
ted. 

“The Americans should be assured 
that we do not want them to fight 
our wars, but they must be ready 
to intervene when and where they 
feel it necessary for their own 
security,” he said. 

Mr. Dayan quoted from a mimeo- 
graphed lecture Soviet officers had 
given in the Nasser War Academy 
in 1969, in which the war against 
Israel was analysed as one of the 
“small wars" the capitalist world 
wages against the socialist coalition. 
The war philosophy of the Soviets, 
as stated in the document (captured 
during the October War) is that 
war is in fact continuation of 
policy, he said. 

The , he went on, were 
wary of sending troops to join the 
Arabs in war because they feared 
the Americans would

“But I am 
they may send so-called volunteers, 
which the American administration 
would find awkward to step by 
dispatching American soldiers.” 
Cuban and North Korean “vol- 
unteers” are in Syria already, he 
said. Indeed, Nasser refused a Rus- 
alan offer in 1967 ,to take the 50 
Russian military imstructors as 
voluntary participants in the war. 
But what the Arabs may decide 
in the future is a matter of con- 
jecture, he sald. 

In the October War, the Soviets 
offered to send two airborne divisons 
to the Arabs, but did not do 50 
only because the Americans an- 
nounced a state of alert in their 
European bases. And even in 1967, 
according to a “Newsweek” report 
a year later, the Soviets halted 
Plans to take active part only when 
the Americans sent two nuclear 
submarines to the Mediterranean. 

The Soviet argument is that war 
would be prevented if the two super 
powers supervise peace in the Middle 
East with their troops, he said. But 
the Americans, accordi to Mr. 
Dayan, are wary of this, “probably 
on the assumption that where a So- 
viet soldier puts his foot down, he 
never moves away.” 

Six American presidenta have gone 
on record that their country’s aim 
is to preserve “the survival and 


gecurity of Israeli," and there has 
been no deviation from this under- 


taking by President Forl. However, 


Dayan remarked, the Ainericans, in 
seeking Arab understending, did 
promise them help in the political 
field. “And they paid it in Israel 
money.” 

It was the Americans, he said, who 
prevented Israel from making the 
moat of its victory over the Third 
Army by threatening to send food 
by American helicopters if Israel 
did not allow supplies into the en- 
circled enemy's positions. 

Turning to political considera- 
tions, Dayan said Israel must be 
ready to adapt itself to concessions 
in search of peace. He said that in 
October, 1968, the Government 
“which included Mr. Begin.” autho- 
Tized the Americans to suggest to 
Egypt and Syria a deal involving 
“a peace treaty based on the inter- 
national boundaries and the security 
interests of Israel.” 

The move was recently revealed 
by Bugene Rostow, former Under- 
secretary of State for the Middle 
East. Rostow said in a public 
lecture that the idea was trans- 
mitted to Abdul Nasser in the form 
of an American suggestion that 
Egypt accept Resolution 242 for 
full Israel withdrawal from the 
Simel and the Golan Heights on 
condition Sinai remained demilita- 
vized. “But Nasser refused ἐξ. And 
Rostow’s conclusion was that it was 
not Israel’s instransigence but the 
adamant refusal of the Arabs to 
strike peace with Israel which was

Congress presses ΟΠ 
with trade bill, .

Yariv: Information in 
U.S. must be improved

TEL AVIV. — Information Minister 
Aharon Yariv said yesterday that 
he is very worried about the state 
of Israeli information work in the 
U.S., and has discussed improving 
it with Prime Minister Rabin and 
Foreign Minister Allon. 

Mr. Yariv, who was speaking to 
the Insurance Agents Association 
here, said the matter was very 
serious as erosion of Israel's position 
in U.S. public opinion could effect 
the continuation of U.S. aid. The 
question was not one of money for 
information, he said, but of ap- 
pointing a man of high calibre to 
coordinate information efforts in 
the U.S. 

The Minister stressed that Israel 


was exploring the possibilities of 
some kind of arrangement with 
Egypt — the only possible partner 
now for talks — to hold off war. 
But the recent extremist statements 
of Egypt’s Foreign Minister Fahmy 
had to be taken seriously. This 
meant the country was entering a 
difficult period. However, it was 
strong enough to endure, was ready 
for the Arabs, and was stronger 
than it had been at the outbreak 
of the last war. There was no 
justification for the gap between 
public confidence and the country’s 
real strength, he stressed. 

Speaking on Wednesday at a 
question-and-answer session in Haifa, 
Mr. Yariv said that “if the army 
needs me Ill quit the Government 
bench and get back into uniform.”

TEL AVIV. — A local magistrate 
has called on the country’s law- 
makers to do something about the 
nearly universal — but illegal — 
Practice of issuing post-dated 
cheques which are uncovered on the 
day they are written. 

Judge Amikam Fialkov made his 
plea on Wednesday while fining a 
Tel Aviv resident, Moshe Moritz. 
8. symbolic IL20 for issuing IL1,800 
in uncovered, post-dated cheques. 
Judge Fialkov ruled that an offence 
had been committed even though 
both payer and payee had agreed 
to the arrangement, and even if the 
cheques were covered by the dates 
written on them. 

The judge said “people seem 
completely unaware that they are 
committing an offence when they 
follow this accepted commercial 
practice, and such a situation is 
intolerable.” It is true that ig- 
norance of the Jaw is πὸ excuse, he 
continued, “but when a practice 
which has become universal does 
not agree with the law then it is 
time for the lawmakers to bestir 
themselves and find a solution.” 


Less sugar in 
drinks planned 


Weight-watchers will be happy 
to learn of plans to lower the su- 
gar-content in soft drinks and sy- 
rups.

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Arab students walk out 
on Yadlin at Haifa

BAIFA. — Arab students at the 
Haifa University walked out demon- 
Stratively when Education and Cul- 
ture Minister Aharon Yadlin spoke 
at a question and answer session 
yesterday afternoon. 

It was after the Minister had de- 
med that the security services in- 
tervened In the appointment of Arab 
teachers at the universities that the 
students left the hall. 

The incident is the latest in 8 
series of similar manifestations that 
have become frequent since the Ra- 
bat conference, according to Jewish 
lecturers and students. During the 
past month Arab students have held 
three symposiums at the university 
dealing in some form or other with 
the Palestine question. These were 
initiated and attended by Arab 
Communists from Rakah and people 
who were associated with the out- 
lawed El Ard organization. Speakers 
identified frankly with the ideas 
and practices of the terror organi- 
zations. At one meeting the chair- 
man wore x keffiye, Yasser Arafat 
style, and gained two minutes ap- 
plause just for his headgear. 


Knesset Member (Likud) Amnon 
Linn, for 20 years head of the 
Arab Department of Mapai, yester- 
day tabled an urgent motion in the 
Knesset on the Haifa University’s 
Arab student demonstration of sup- 
port for Arafat and the Arab terror 
organizations.

It’s almost standing room only in 
Shaare Zedek’s maternity ward

The current joke circulating 
through the maternity ward of Je- 
rusalem’s Shaare Zedek Hospital is 
that women will soon have to re- 
gister for admittance 11 months 
before they give birth. 

The situation is not quite so bad, 
but the hospital — long a popular 
place for mothers-to-be — is serious- 
ly overcrowded and becoming more 
so every year. Nearly 70 per cent 
more mothers gave birth in the 
cramped delivery room last month 
than in November 1971. And be- 
cause of the still-booming

’ Yom Kippur War baby boom, the 


corridors of the maternity ward, 
as well as parts of the gynaecology 
section, are filled with mothers. 

Catching a few hours sleep is 
nearly impossible for women whose 
beds line the corridors, or stand a 
few metres away from the bath- 
rooms or kitchen. Yet there are few 
complaints. Many women insist on 
Shaare Zedek because of its reputa- 
tion for “personal and devoted care.” 
Dr. Zvi Palti, head of the mater- 
nity department, told The Jerusalem

will soon receive 65 agorot per kilometre as their automobile expense 
allowance. The present allowance Js 50 agorot. 


The 30 per cent increase in the 


allowance per -kilometre leaves the 


worker absorbing much of the cost rises since the devaluation of the 
Pound last month. Petrol has gone up 65 per cent and spare parts and 


repairs also cost more. 


The workers will also be asked to agree to a 10 per cent cut in their 


maximum allowable kilometrage. 


The rate set by the Civil Service Commission is customarily adopted 
by the rest of the economy as well. An estimated 180,000 car owners 
new receive such allowances. For the most part tney are not subject. 
to Income tax. However, State Revenue Director Moshe Neudorfer told 
a Knesset committee this week efforts would be made, under the tax 
reform programme, to make this income taxable. 


Insurance firms advise 
increasing car coverage

While negotiations over higher 
cay insurance premiums continue 
between the companies and the 
Finance Ministry, the companies 
ate advising their clients to up 
their comprehensive coverage in 
line with the higher replacement 
yalue of their cars caused by the 
recent devaluation. 

Some companies, such as Migdal 
Binyan, are sending their  cus- 
tomers computer read-outs, show- 
ing what their additional premium 
would be if they want coverage 
increased by 30 per cent from 
December 1. Regardless of the re- 
newal date of their policy, 
will be insured for the higher 
amount if payment is recelved by 
Dec. 28, the notices say. Other com- 
panies have sent out similar notices 
and advise clients not to wait 
until the renewal date of their 
policy to make the adjustment. 
Companies insuring large groups 
of drivers, such as civil servants, 
are raising clients’ coverage au- 
tomatically, while yet other com- 
Panies have not notified clients at 
all, 

Some companies have also taken 
out large newspaper advertisements, 
ΔΒ newspaper readers have a higher 
rate of car ip than the 
national average. These advertise- 
Ments also advise a 30 per cent in- 
crease on which all the companies 
agreed. 

Jerusalem insurance agent David 
Rosenzweig recommends a graded 
scale of increases to his clients. He 
suggests that coverage for 1975 
models should be raised 40 per cent; 
1974 models — 35%; 1973 and 
1972 —- 30%; 1971 and 1970 — 
25%; older cars — 20%. He also 
advises his clients to increase their 
third-party property damage cover- 

pe the standard 1L30,000 to 

Agents report that the majority 
of théir clients agree to’ the higher 


coverage. One agent says that a 


client complained about not being 
advised earlier to increase his 
coverage. A few drivers, however, 
take the opposite view, Jerusalem 
agent Moshe Wasserzug said. With 
the increased costs of motoring, 
they take a calculated risk and 
buy only the mandatory third- 
party coversge, trusting luck and 
careful driving habits to avoid an 
accident. "But after the first little 
accident they come running to 
reinstate their comprehensive in- 
surance,” he added, 


Bring cash when 
you fill the tank

TEL AVIV. — Some car owners 
who have been paying for petrol 
with cheques may not be able ito 
do so in the future, as talks be- 
tween banks and service stations, 
on who should underwrite the bad 
cheques, came to a standstill yes- 
terday. 

The service station owners claim 
that with a markup of 6 agorot a 
litre, they cannot afford the loss 
and want the banks and fuel com- 
panies to absorb it. The banks were 
willing to pay 50 per cent, but 
with the oil companies unwilling to 
participate at all, the talks broke 
down. 


The service stations have auto- 
matically honoured cheques, up to 
IL70,, from a number of banks. 
From next month, however, the 
stations will only cash cheques on 
an individual basis. 


As the treasury is interested in 
having more people pay by cheque, 
Deputy Finance Minlster Zvi Din- 
stein may be called in to arbitrate. 
Another public body in fevour of 
more cheque payments is the police, 
which notes that this form of pay- 
ment makes robbery more difficult.

Long-haired U.S. private gets 


five months at hard labour 


BERLIN (AP). — A U.S. Army 
special court martial yesterday 
sentenced Pvt. Robert Nuchow, 
19, to five months’ confinement 
at hard labour for refusing to get 
a haircut. He was also fined 5225 
a month for five months and re- 
duced to the lowest enlisted rank. 

Nuchow’s lawyer, Mark Schrei- 
ber, said he would appeal either 
through the military appeals 
court or through a federal dis- 
trict court in the U.S. 

In testifying on his own behaif, 
Nuchow told a court panel of 
officers: “I am out to help the 
army. I’m American. I'm a citi- 
zen and I am proud of it... I 


do my job. The oniy thing that's 
different with me is my hair... 
I do not think I should get any 
punishment.” 

But the prosecutor. Capt. Ar- 
thur Reynolds, said army discip- 
Iine had to be maintained and 
that Nuchow had wilfully dis- 
obeyed a lawful order to get a 
haircut. 

In passing sentence, Judge 
Andrew Chawlibog, an army cap- 
taln, told Nuchow that while it 
was honourable to try to change 
the army, the accused had not 
taken any steps within the ex- 
isting legal system before re- 
sorting to his hair protest.

Leonid Brezhnev in Vladivostok.

Egyptians decide against 
establishing party system 


CAIRO 1AP), — After four months 
of debate, Egyptian politicians have 
decided not to establish a party 
system but to work within the 
Arab Socialist Unton (ASU), their 
only authorized political organiza- 
tion. 

A report Wednesday said the 
majority of those who took part in 
discussions support the present al- 
Hance, “but its effectiveness must be 
increased." The alliance of the '‘peo- 
ple's working forces" is a catch- 
Phrase for the coalition of work- 
ers, students, peasants and intellec- 
tuals that the late Egyptian Presi- 
dent Nasser forged when he created 
the party in 1962. 

The report said a major ASU 
defect to be corrected was the pre- 
sent imposition of authority from 
above rather than allowing it to 
develop from the base. This was 
described as “a real tragedy.” 

Encouraged by President Sadat, 
the new urgeoisie last summer 


started a campaign for return of 
the party system. They were en- 
couraged when Sadat called for a 
National debate on the ASU as part 
of an effort to liberalize the coun- 
trys politreal life. 


Politieal sources said Sadat de- 
cided that his present effort to im- 
Prove relations with the Soviet 
Union would be impaired by a move 
to the right such as establishing a 
panty system. This steered the debate 
toward the conclusion announced in 
the report, published in Cairo news- 
Papers Wednesday, 

The report said the ASU would 
remain committed to the principles 
and charter of the 1952 revolution 
in a way a party system could not.

West’s slump to bring 
Coie Tamir De 1.14 MOrE Political tension 


PARIS (AP). — A group of West- 
em economists has predicted virul- 
ent inflation, growing unemploy- 
Tent, payments deficits and a pat- 
tern of stagnation for most coun- 
tries of the non-Communist world 
next year. Their report, published 
on Wednesday, foresaw unemploy- 
ment in the United States nearing 
ὃ per cent of the work force by 
the end of 1975. 

The Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development said 
increasing American joblessness, 
now at 6.5 per cent, would be 
eoupled with a conHnuing decline 
in Gross National Product. 

The report added: “Given the 
recent upturn in agricultural prices, 
the cost increases in the pipeline, 
and the general momentum that 
inflation has acquired through ex- 
pectations, no major relief from 
inflation can be expected until weil 
into 1975." 

Although expressed in the habit- 
ually..guarded language of OECD 
economists, this prediction was seen 
as their most pessimistic comment 
yet made on the prospect of con- 
trolling inflation in the United 
States. 

The report warned of a danger 
there and in several West European 
countries of a new wage-price 
spiral, with possibility of inflation 
increasing ever faster ag inflation- 
ary attitudes become ingrained in 
the public mind, 

“In most countries, the difficulty 
of breaking into inflationary ex- 
pectations is the major obstacle to 
reducing the present rate of infla- 
tion,” the report said. ‘The recent 


acceleration of inflation has led to’ 


the frustration of previously held 
Price expectations. Whether or not 
this resulted in a loss of real in- 


current nominal wage 
most countries include an additional] 
inflation hedge influenced by the 
recent acceleration." 

The unusually gloomy review of 
1975's prospects said the economic 
Problems will result in increased 
Blobal political tensions. 

“It is beyond argument that gov- 
ernments are today faced with po- 


, ley dilemmas which will severely 


tax their ability to obtain domestic 
and international consensus on the 
priorities to be observed,” the 
OECD report declared. 

Ἢ stated the world's worst post- 
war economic crunch was caused 
by the sharp and sudden rise in 
oil prices. It based the forecasts 
on an estimated off price of 12 
dollars 2 barrel, 1 dollar higher 
than the current average, and most 
industrialized countries’ need for 
continued increases in oil imports. 

Under a 1960 convention, the 
OECD began functioning im 1961 
as @ forum for promoting economic 
growth in member states and econ- 
omic development in poor countries 
and contributing to expanded world 
trade. Its members include the 
United States, Canada, Japan and 
the countries of Western Europe. 
Australia and Yugoslavia are ob- 
servers. 

The report said the non-Com- 
munist industrialized economies are 
caught in a two-way stretch be- 
‘tween inflation and recession. There- 
fore, it warned: “It would be dan- 
gerous to respond only to one of 
the sources of tension.”

He is ἃ businessman who 
lives an orderly life but is given 
to day-dreaming. attracted by 
every pretty female he passes in 
the street during his lunch hours. 
Then one day Chloe {Zouzou), the 
former mistress of a friend, comes 
to his office.

Scientists study 


effects 


of MS 


disease in Israel

MULTIPLE SCLEROSIS is a 
strange disease: no one knows what 
causes it: no one knows how to 
cure it. All we can do is to try 
to help the victim resume living a 
productive life: and most impor- 
tant, we can try to help his family 

adjust to the situation. 

This is stated by Mr. Sidney L. 
O'Donoghue, Secretary General of 
the International Federation of Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis Societies, here to 
help organize a society in Israel. 
This country already has an orge- 
nization of 175 patients called “An- 
mas"; Mr. O'Donoghue’s aim is to 
set up a body, something similar to 
the Cancer Society, whose job will 
be to work closely with “Anmas,” 
to raise funds, and to bring the 
plight of the sufferers to public 
knowledge. 

Exactly what is Muitiple Sclerosis, 
or MS, as it is generally called? 
One of its main features is the 
disappearance of the sheath of in- 
sulation . surrounding the nerve 
fibres: as a result a nerve impulse, 
instead of reaching its destination. 
often “leaks” out along the route, 
or sometimes gets shunted to an- 
other nerve going to another place 
in the body. 

“The simplest way to describe it 
is like a telephone exchange going 
haywire. The patient's brain puts 
in a call to wiggle -his big toe, 
but his entire leg jumps.” 

There are 17 societies in the Fede- 
ration, plus two “affiliates,” one in 
Rumania and the other in Poland. 
Headquarters is in Vienna. 

Although there are only 650 cases 
of MS in Israel, this country has 
become the focal point of world- 
wide attention due to a strange phe- 
nomenon of the disease. It is more 
prevalent in cold climates, much 
less in warm ones. Thus, its inci- 
dence is great in, for example, the 
Shetland Islands North of England. 
It is much rarer in hot countries, 

Israel is a country of immigrants 
from alt over the world 1nd scten- 
tists are trying to see what hap- 
pens to people who move here from 
a cold climate. Will they be likely 
to get MS? 

Apparently if they arrive before 
adolescence, there is less chance; if 
they come after, they will have 
about the same percentage as in 
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their country of origin. 

Since Israel has become a living 
laboratory, funds have come from 
abroad to sponsor research in the 
field, especially at the Weizmann 
Institute (Professor Michael Sela 
and Professor Ruth Arnon). An im- 
portant centre is also developing 
at the Hadassah Medical Centre 
(Professor Shaul Feldman! in Je- 
rusalem. 

To complicate matters further, the 
disease has another strange feature: 
A victim can have short or long 
remissions from the disease — again 
for no known reason. 

MS patients are generally divided 
up into three groups. Those who 
have it in a light fashion or who 
have a remission, and who act and 
work normally; those who have it 
so badly that they cannot get around, 
or with great difficulty; and those 
who have it in a medium form, 
who stop work, although they can 
be rehabilitated. 

“It is the latter group we want 
to help, and which we can help, 
if we catch them in time.” Mr. 
O'Donoghue says. Help comes in 
the: form of physical, psychological 
and work therapy. 

“Such therapy is of the greatest 
importance, both for the victim and 
his family." he says, “for one of 
the striking features of the disease 
is that it rarely shortens a- per- 
son's life. The victim lives out his 
norma] life span. The trouble is 
that he gradually deteriorates — 
the brain continues to function clear- 
ly and normally, but the short cir- 
cuits throughout the rest of his 
body get worse — until total col- 
lapse comes.”

HAIFA. — Ultrasonic equipment for 
diagnosing diseases of the brain, 
eyes, heart, liver, kidneys and other 
diseases has gone into use at the 
department of diagnostic radiology 

at Rambam Hospital. 

The unit is a gift from Jewish doc- 
tors tn Miami Beach, Florida, through 
the city's medical association, in me- 
mory of Amnon Rimon, who fell 
in the Yom Kippur War in the Go- 
lan battle. 

The equipment emits high fre- 
quency sound waves which penet- 
rate the body and create echoes 
which are reflected and recorded. The 
physician can distinguish between 
non-malignant cysts and solid, mali- 
gnant growths, 

The ultrasonic waves are also used 
to examine the uterus, fetus and 
Placenta in pregnant women. The 
harmless sound wave examination 
can be repeated many times during 
pregnancy without il] effects on 


mother or fetus. The equipment can . 


also detect pregnancy within the 
first weeks. . 

For the patient the ultrasonic ex- 
amination is painless, requires no 
preparation and can be performed 
on an ambulatory basis, saving 
much-needed hospital space.

Walter Lippman: 


Patrician in a populist society 


By JOSEPH KKAFT 


“WHIRL IS KING, having driven 
out Zeus” is the motto Walter Lipp- 
mann drew from Aristophanes 
for his best-known book, "A Pre- 
face to Morals.” Jt fixes his posi- 
tion in American thought and de- 
notes what made him such a re- 
markabie figure in American life. 

For Mr. Lippmann was an elitist 
working against the grain of a po- 
pulist civilization. To the unbrid- 
led energy and rampant stir of 200 
Million throbbing Americans, he 
sought to oppose the settled values 
of an older and more patrician cul- 
ture. He stood for reason against 
the jungle. 

He grew up-—it is important to 
note in this time of heightened pride 
and guilt over ethnicity — in a 
German-Jewish family of New 
York. That meant, during the last 
two decades. of the 19th century, 
an atmosphere more German than 
Jewish. Learning, music,the fine 
arts and leisurely travel to storied 
capitals were normal parts of life, 
and for Lippmann they became 
passions which he indulged to his 
dying days. 7 

The WASP culture of that time, 
a self-doubting copy of the British 
aristocracy which its detractors 
now vilify, shared the cosmopolitan 
heritage. Harvard, indeed, became 
what it was thanks in no small part 
to cooperation between Yankees 
and German Jews, and Lippmann, 
as a student there, made the migra- 
tion to the American Establishment 
without becoming either anxious 
or self-assertive. 

His masters at Harvard were 
the philosophers William James and 
George Santayana. He revered 


many others, I suppose — endless 
stories of his wit. But as Arthur 
Schlesinger shrewdly pointed 
it was Santayana who drew him 
most, and for whom he went to 
work. Lippmann, in other words, 
turned away from pragmatism, that 
characteristically American line 
of thought, in favour of a doctrine 
of aestheticism rooted in a hierar- 
chical society. 

Hig first jobs and books confir- 
med that choice. He worked in 1911 
as an assistant to Lincoln Steffens, 
the most famous investigative re- 
porter of his time, and in 1912 for 
the Socialist mayor of Schenect- 
ady. υ 

But he quickly concluded that 
radical reform and exposure of the 
dirty story would not transform 
America. Not, as the muckrakers 
and their latter-day mucoesnors 

pose, because of the corrup’ 
ΤΟΣ of the big interests. 

On the contrary, It was the very 
nature of American society, the be- 
liefs of the majority, which block- 
e@ fundamental change. Thus, in 
1918, he wrote in “A Preface to 
Politics”: “No financial power is 
one-tenth 50 corrupting, so in- 
sidious, so hostile to originality and 
frank statement as the fear of the 
public..anybody can take 2 
at poor old Mr. Rockefeller, but the 
great mass of average citizens 
must be left in undisturbed posses- 
sion of its own prejudices.” 

His most important books — 
“Drift and Mastery” in 1914 and 
“Public Opinion” In 1922 — car- 
ried the argument further. In the 
first, he explored the possibility of 
how scholars and experts might 
aid statesmen in bringing purpose

The dust of Eretz Yisrael 


Sidra: Vayigash (Genesis 44:18 — 47:27) 

‘FEAR NOT to go down to Egypt, for there I will make you a great 
nation. I myself will go down to Egypt with you, and I Myself will 
bring you back again without fail,” God tells Jacob in this week’s - 
Sidra. ἢ 

‘And Jacob, near the end of his Ufe, goes to Egypt with his entire ἐν 
housebold to see his son Joseph, now Viceroy of Egypt, whom he had 
thought long dead, A little earlier, Joseph revealed ‘himself to his 
brothers after a famine broke out in their homeland, Canaan, and . 
Jacob sent them to buy provisions in Egypt. 5 

When a famine hit Canaan in the time of Jacob’s father, Isaac, " 
God told Isaac: “Do not go down to Egypt, but stay in this country 
as I bid you.” 

And in “Abraham's time, “There was a famine in the land, and 
Abraham went down to Egypt to live there for a while...” 

To most of the classical commentators, this was one of ten tests 
to which God submitted Abrabam and which he passed: He did aot 
question God for causing a famine in the land which He had only 
just promised to give his descendants. But to the 13th-century com- 
mentator Rabbi Moshe ben Nahman (Ramban, or Nahmanides), 
Abraham's migration was a display of lack of faith in God, for which 
his descendants later paid by being enslaved in Egypt. 

Nahmanides himself came from his native Spain to settle in Jeru- 
salem in 1267, at tthe age of Τά, shortly after the land had been ravaged 
by a short-lived Tatar invasion and as the Egyptian Mamiuk culers 
were strengthening their hold on the land and eliminating the ἰδεῖ 
vestiges of the Crusader “Kingdom of Jerusalem.” He found the coun- | 
try “barren and abandoned,” with Jerusalem ‘having suffered “worse . | 
destruction than all the other towns,” 85 he wrote to his gon In Spain’ Ὁ 
But he re-established Jewish communal life in Jerusalem and drew 
other Jews there.
